Detachmenta of police were to be веер going in every direotion, and 
persons were much at а loss to diecover what was the cause whioh 
led to such & general movement on the part of those charged with 
preserving the public peaca. But the cause was soon explained іп 
the batohes cf prisoners belng led to the severa! station-houses 
Those first taken into custody were strangers to Dublin, wbo had 
been here for some tim» past without азу appe:ent employment, 
but who were never in want of money, and stopped at respectabla 
hotels and lodging-houses in excellent style. “'heee persons hed 
been for а considerable time under the close observation of the 
pe ка it wae alleged that they bad come here from Amerios, 
ngland, end Scotland fer no good purpose. The men firet ar- 
rested this morning were the perrons whore drees and general sp- 
pearsuce showed that they had been residents at the other «ide of 
tbe Atiaptio. Although it was expected that the Habras Corpus 
Act would be suspended, these whom the suspension was 
likely to affect did not think that they would bə interfered with 
for at least а week, which would gire them sufficient time to 
make their arrangements for а well-planned departure to Liver- 
pool and elsewhere; but nothing could exoted their surpris: on 
being pounced on this morning. Some of them were in bed, 
others were dressing, and some were at breakfast, when tro 
police came on them by surprise; and when they ssked whst charge 
жаң against them, in no instance did they receive any reply. No 
{ime was given for communication with friends or associates, and 
as fast as the arrests were made the prisoners were hurried off to 
the nearest stetior-bouses, whero they were locked vp without 
being charged with any offence, nor even told why they were taken 
into custody. The second clase of prisoners that were teken up 
were principally of the class of strangers that had been residing in 
the streets adjoining tho South Liberties, and who, like their 
friends who bad been stopping in various hotels and lodging- 
houses in the oity, had no oooupstion bu: walking about, and who 
were remarkable for rever being in want of money. Up to two 
o'clock 120 persons had been taken into custody, and the o:lls of 
tho station-houses were receiving every moment new inmates in 
the shape of suspected Fenians. It is stated that the Govern- 
ment, in anticipation of the passing of the Act for suspendiog the 
Habeas Corpus, issued a general warrant last night for the arrest of 
all peztons suspected of being concerned in ‘the Fenian conspiracy.’ 
The police have been active in carrying out their instructions, and 
the promptness with which the arrests have been mace gave по

ENOOUNTER WITH PIRATES. 

INFORMATION has resched Penzance of а treg:cal cosurrercs ín 
Ohiro Bay, the barque Bantinok, Mr. James ‘Tums, of Peuzaucó, 
master, having been surpriced and captured by tho mür^crous 
pirates who abound іп the Ohiccse seas. On tbe mornivg of Mon- 
day, the 4th of November the Bentinck tailed from Horg Korg 
wi h а general cargo, for Niugoo, and with a crew consis icp of 
foartesn men. Ali went well until tbe evening of Friday, the 8.5, 
when, in consequence of an easterly gale in Chiao Bay, Оараш 
Thomas thought it pradeni to drop anchor 1o s'x fatboms of water 
and at 5.15 pm the eaptatn set the regulsr watob, and gave orders 
that if any suspicious craft approached the ship ва intime'ion of 
the fact should be conveyed to him, sud that v]! hands should во 
Бо instautly called. About two o'clock next morning the second 
mate called all hands, asa jank was &pparcnily coming alongside. 
The ozptain and sesmen hurried on deck, and looked over tbe bul- 
warks with intense anxiety, and perceived the junk nearing their 
ship. Ina іст misutes eve had steered up on the port-qaarter, 
and as she was ranged alongside the mastor and crew of the Bea- 
tinok wera horrified at discovering that she was manred by Оһіпесе 
pirates, who, on coming abreast of the ship, fired pistols at tbe ses- 
men, aud threw stiuk- pots on board. The first impulse of the men 
was to defend thomaelves against their savage foce, and sell their 
lives dearly, but when the men ran to the fire-armas, the master, 
seeing that the pirates bad already jumped ou board of his sbip, 
called to bis men rot to fire a single shot, bnt to rash below. Tho 
men promptly obeyed. and in a moment afterwards the deck of the 
barque wes crowded by pirates. Osptain Thomas finding that some 
of the orew were expose. to the pistol-shots whioh were being con- 
etantly fired below, called to the crew to got into the Iszarette, and 
be with one man set the example "һе pirates had complete 
possession of tbe ñbip, and called londiy for the ospisin.

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GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GARDEN —Hardy annuals may now be sown in open 
ground when the weather is fine ; but helf-bardy annuals should 
ati] be sown on а slight hot-bed. Give suriculas additional water 
and air st favourable times. Get in ranunculuses without delay. 
Sow polyanthuses in pans or pots with a gentle bottom heat. Peg 
down pansies. Fill ap тні une in patches of herbaceous 
plants. Pay every attention to eries, and fill up with herbaceous 
and other plente. 

Krrcugm GakpEN.— Transplant broad beans in open ground 
Sow American cress; also Purple Sprouting and Early White 
broccoli for autumn use. Transplant cabbages, and draw earth 
round the stems of early sorts ; also make an additional sowiag. Bow 
onions, parsley, ohervil, and oardoons. Transplant peas and make 
additional sowinge о! favourite sorts for main стора. Plant main 
andearly oropa of potatoes as early as possible. Thin out spinach 
and make additional sowings; alao, make another sowing of the 
early Datch, stone, or snowball turnips. Get the ground well 
prepared for further eowings, and finish, if possible, all work cut 
out for the past two or three weeke, which hag been stayed through 
the froste.

GOLD-DIGGINGS AT BALLARAT, AUSTRALIA. 


Ov illustration on page 588 gives a representation of one of the 
Hed Hill Mining Oompeny's claims at Ballarat. Mr Kelly says іш 
his “ Life in Victoria :"—' Ooming in amongst the diggers, nothing 
could possibly be more unlike in external appearance than that of 
the O:lifornian and the Ballaretien.

is erected the doorway to the drive. As the drive is excavated, 
straight-odged slabs are inserted over the lintel, and placed longi- 
tudioally overhead to serve as a shield, being su at the other 
end by strong posts called ‘tailors,’ and so they are continued in 
lengths until the extremity of the olsim is reached. All the dirt is 
hoisted to the surface in buckets, by machinery, and should there be 
sny washing dirt met with, it ls thrown іп а heap by itself.
